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I have been formerly cenfur’d by fome 
People of no fmall Judgment as well as 
Quality, for my enlarging on the Power of 
France in the very Beginning of thefe Vo- 
lumes. I knew then the Foundation I was 
laying, and was far from panegyricking on 
their Strengch—-But thought it needful to 
fet chefe People right, who would not al-

Now I would ask thefe Gemelemen, if 
any Kingdom now in the World, or per- 
haps ever in the World, could have ftocd 
after fuch a Flood of Difatters ? ir any Po- 
wer in the World, fince Fulius Cafar’s Wat 
with the Gauls, could have born three fuch 
terrible Viftories, two far lefs Viétories 
than thefe, overthrew the Cartbuginian Po- 
wer? - Pompey-and Mark Anthony, the great 
Contenders for Empite, funk at one deci- 
five Battle; another Canna had diffolv’d the 
Roman Glory, and lay’d her at the Foot of 
the Carrkaginizn Power , one Battle at Leip- 
fick let Guftavus Adolpbus iato the Heart of 
the Germain Empire. 

If France tiands after three fuch Blowsas 

thefe, fhe dues what no Empire but hers 
ever did, and confirms what I have often 
athirm’d, That her Power was fuperiour to 
any fingle Einpire, thatever was or perhaps 
will be in the World. 
- Jo this Superioricy, I reckon not alto- 
gether the Numbers of her Troops ; for 
in that, the 7urkifo Empire has been {upe- 
riour, tho? I do not find, that the Roman 
Empire in its moft flourifhing State, hid e- 
ver more ftanding Forces than the King of 
France but in her Difcipline and Art of 
War, in which fhe has inftruéted che 
World, and caught even thofe Nations that 
now infult her, in her extraordinary Con- 
du of her Affairs, and influencing, man- 
Magiog, and difcovering the moff fecret 
Cuancils of her Enemies, 
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In thefe things, the Superiority of Framce 
has been without Difpute vifible to all the 
World—But now —Aim that made bim, bas 
made bis Sword approach unzo bim, And 
how does his Greataefs fall ! a 

I have never been very forward to 
pray for the Life of the King of France 
till.now, and methinks avw nothing 
can magnifie the Retribution. of Provi+ 
dence, and that vindittive Juftice, which — 
has always humoled the proudeft Mortals, — 
like letting him vut-live his Glory — That — 
his Name may become contemptible , 
and his Glory be turn’d iat@Magrning,cvea — 
beture his Eyes; That the pey.ecuted Part — 
of his Subjeéts’ may fee themfelves rettor’d — 
by his own Hand, chat {cateer’d@, and their 
Tyrannical Prince flying to them for Suc- — 
cour and Proteétion. 

Oa this Score, I would be very willing 
to fee him live, and give Glory to Divine — 
Juftice, by reftoring what he hes ftollen by | 
difgorging his Treafure, sho’ that J think ic 
pretty well reduc’d; and chat the Hook of — 
Vengeance being put into his Noftrils, he 
may fubmit co the Chaftifement of his own 
Pride —And this is the Condition of the 
Peace I have pleaded tor. ‘_
